New Scotland Yard probe finally unmasks ESERI Hell of 


HERE’S the tace of ovil killer 

Jack the Ripper - finally 
revealed more than 100 years 
after his reign of terror. 

A team of Scotland Yard experts 
unmasked the serial killer after 
using 21st Century techniques to 
solve the 19th Century mystery. 

And the result is this mugshot of the 
monster who murdered a string of 
prostitutes in Victorian London. 


A TV documentary follows the probe into 
his crimes, led by Laura Richards, a 
Scotland Yard Homicide Prevention expert. 

It’s the first time modern police have 
gone back to the evidence to try to solve it. 

Among those claimed to have been the 
Ripper were Alice In Wonderland author 
Lewis Carroll and Edward VII’s son 
Prince Albert Victor. But in July the 
Ripper was named as Aaron Kosminski —

an insane Polish barber, sent to Colney 
Hatch asylum by the man leading the 
hunt, Chief Insp Donald Swanson. 

He could not prosecute as the one wit- 
ness was a Jew who refused to testify 
against a fellow Jew. But Kosminski, who 
died in the asylum in 1919, was the 
prime suspect as revealed in a book of 
Swanson’s notes. 

Laura said the Ripper was not a toff 
and would have lived in the area of the 
killings in London’s Whitechapel in 1888. 

Her team also discovered that the 
Ripper strangled his victims and cut 
them up after they had died. 

Ex-Met commander John Grive, who 
helped the new probe, said: “This would 
have been enough for coppers to start 
knocking on doors. They’d have got him.”
